^IIE operation of steam railways 
began in Endand by the open- 
ing of the Stockton and Dar- 
lington 
line, 
Septorabor 
27, 
1825. 
The world then saw the com- 
meucementof a most gii^autic enterprise; 
one that has extended to every civilized 
and to almost every uncivilized country 
on the globe, and which has become the 
greatest of all enterprises and industries, 
and whose magnitude is greater 
than 
any other single interest in the world. 


This Stockton and Darlington 
Road 
was a single track affair, thirty-eight 
miles in length, and tbc greatest speed 
attained was twenty miles au hour. 


Four years after opening of this road 
the first line was opened for general 
traffic in the United States, August 9, 
ltí29, ou the Mohawk and Hudson Rail- 
road. 
Tho first locomotive used on this 
line, and consequently the first that ever 
turned a wheel in tho Western Hemi- 
sphere, was tho "Stourbridge Lion,"im- 
ported from Stourbridire, England,Iby the 
Delaware and Hudson Canal Company in 
May, 1829, 


The second railroad in America upon 
which a locomotive was ever 
run was 
the Charleston and Hamburg of South 
Carolina, which also had the honor of 
being tho first regularly operated pas- 
senger road 
in this countrry, and the 
first to adopt the locomotive asa definite 
motive power. 
The engine used on this 
road was tho '*Best Fnend," the first 
machine of the kind constructed in this 
country, and was built in West Point 
Foundry. 
It made its trial trip in N o - 
vember, 1830. 


At the beginning of the present year 
166,817 miles of railway were m oper- 
ation in the United States. 


It would be diflicult, no doubt, to 
imagine a perfectly straight line of rail 
for the entire distance from New York to 
Boston, but such a railway with such a 
straight stretch does, however, actually 
exist in the New Argentine Pacific Rail- 
way from Buenos Ayres to the foot of 
the Andes. 
For a distance of 211 miles 
the line is laid without 
a curve. 
The 
level nature of the country will be evi- 
dent from the fact that there is neither a 
cutting nor an embankment deeper or 
higher than 
three 
feet. 
This is the 
longest straight stretch of railway in the 
world. 


Another wonderful piece of railway lu 
South America is on the Calao, Lima 
and Croya line, running from Arequipa, 
Peru, to La Paz, Bolivia. 
This is a rail- 
way in the clouds, for it reaches a point 
14,666 feet, or nearly three miles above 
the level of the sea. 
The whistle of a 
locomotive is heard at no higher point 
on the globe. Near the highest elevation 
of this railway a tunnel 3848 feet long is 
being bored through the peak of the 
mountaiu, 600 feet above the perpetual 
snow line. 
Tho railways of the Andes 
exhibit some of the most remarkable re- 
sults of engineering skill which tho world 
contains. 


The new railway—the Brienzer Roth- 
hornbahn—which was begun October 1, 
1890, and has just been completed and 
opened, is the highest railway in the 
Alps, and also in all Europe. 
It is 7886 
feet high at tho summit level, where it 
commands magnificent views. 


The highest point of railway in the 
United States is on the Denver and Rio 
Grande Railway. 
At Marshall Pass this 
road attains au elevation of 10,850 feet. 


The 
longest railway system in the 
world operated by one single company is 
that of the Atchison, Topeka and Sante 
Fe Railway, which covers 7110 miles. 


The 
longest journey taken by any 
European train is from Paris to Con- 
stantinople, 1857 miles. 


The two countries having the smallest 
number of miles of railway are Persia 
and Porto Rico—each have but eighteen 
miles. 
In the former country there are 
only two locomotives and four cara. 


The smallest railway in the world is 
that from Ravenglass to Boot, in Cum- 
berland, England, 
The guage is three 
feet, and tho engines and carriages are 
miniatures, Tho stations resemble double 
bathing houses more than anything else. 
Tho entire staff of employes is composed 
of an engineer and stoker combined, 
guard, ticket collector, ticket 
distribu- 
tor and two porters» 


The 
shortest steam 
railway in 
the 
world is at Buffalo, N. Y., and is known 
as the Island Railroad, and is but one- 
eighth of a mile in lengt^ 


Owners of private cars seem to vie with 
each other in the magnificence of their 
coaches. 
The Imperial train which has 
just been completed for the German Em- 
peror consists of eleven carriages, and 
has occupied three years in construction 
and cost nearly $985,000. 
There 
is 
nothing like it in the world. 
Many of 
the details were planned by the Em- 
peror himself, 
Tho carriages include a 
study hung with red Gobelin tapestry 
from 
Charlottenberg, 
a saloon 
up- 
holstered in white satin, a nursery, a re- 
ception room adorned with marble stat- 
uaryi an oak dining room and 
large 
separate sleeping rooms. 


ijueen Victoria's traveling cariiage is 
one of tho handsomest Pullman cars that 
have ever been built. 
The walls are of 
batinwood,highly polished. The cushions 
are of white eilk embroidered in 
gold 
thread. 
Tho apartment contains four 
chairs, besides a satin wood table 


about six feet long and three feet wide. 
The carpct is of velvet pile,covered hero 
and there with luxurious 
India 
rugs. 
The curtains at tho windows and tho 
magnificent portierres are hung on silver 
polss. 
The door handles are solid. sil- 
ver. 
The whole saloon,with its fittings, 
etc., costabout $36,000. 


Tho fastest time ever made ou au 
American railway was recently done on 
tho Reading road, when a locomotive 
drawing four passenger 
coaches 
cov- 
ered a mile in 30^ seconds, which speed, 
if maintained, would come very near to 
one hundred miles an hour. 


The fastest long distance ruu that was 
ever made in England was the famous 
performance on the London and North- 
western between London and Edinburgh, 
400 
miles, August 13, 18SS. 
Three 
stops were made, the averaije speed at- 
tained while in motion being 55 4-10 
miles an hour. 
Four 
successive miles 
were done in 47^, 47-V, 47 and 47 sec- 
onds. 
The Empire State Express,which 
runs daily over the New York Central 
road,is the fastest regular train in the 
world. 
The distance run is 439,^ miles, 
the stops being Albany, Utica.Syracuse, 
Rochester and 
Buffalo. 
The 
actual 
running time, deducting stops, is 52^ 
miles an hour. 
On September 14, 1S91, 
the New York Central Company ran n 
train from New York to East Buffalo, 
436^ miles in 425J minutes, or within 
a fraction of 01 miles an hour. 


The two cities having the largest num- 
ber of trains in and out of their stations 
daily are London and Manchester. 
No 
fewer than 2210 trains ordinarily arrive 
at and depart from the former city every 
twenty-four hours, and nearly as many 
at the latter. 


The railways of the United States get 
almost $22,000,000 a year for carrying 
the mails, while the amount paid by the 
British Government for the same service 
in England is $3,750,000. 


In the United States during 1S91 no 
fewer than 520,082,082 passengers were 
carried on the railways, and 701,344,437 
tons of freight were also moved on the 
same lines. 
To do this vast amount of 
business required 
32,241 locomotives, 
22,958 passenger cars, 
7253 baggage 
and mail cars and 1,061,970 freight cars. 
If these locomotives were 
coupled to- 
gether they would 
make a train 300 
miles lons^, and the passenger cars would 
make 300 miles more and could carry 
I,500,000 people at one time. 
With 
the addition of all the freight cars the 
train would be more than 7000 miles 
long. 


Tho number of men employed in the 
railway industry in this country is 714,- 
750, by which it would appear that over 
3,000,000 persons, or nearly one-twen- 
tieth of the entire population, are de- 
pendent upon the railway operations for 
a livelihood. 


The New York Elevated carries every 
year a larger number of passengers than 
any other railway in the world. 
The 
London Underground comes next—the 
former, in 1891, carrying an average of 
512,000, 
and 
the 
latter 405,500 per 
day. 


The largest 
railway 
station 
in the 
world is St, Pancras of the Midland 
Railway in London. 
• 


Very few persons have any idea of 
the weight of locomotives and passenger 
cars. 
The engines that haul the famous 
Pennsylvania ^'limited" weigh 
02,000 
pounds, while the tender,loaded, weighs 
50,000 pounds more, making the outfit 
at the head of the train weigh more than 
142,000 pounds. 
Other heavier engines 
on the Pennsylvania 
weigh 
150,000 
pounds, 
and 
the giants 170,000. 
An 
ordinary passenger coach weighs about 
50,000 pounds, 
while 
the 
Pullman 
sleepers are of 
nearly 75,000 pounds 
weight. 
The 
parlor cars weigh from 
()5,000 to 79,000 pounds each. 
An or- 
dinary passenger train of, say, six cars 
and the engine weighs in Ihe 
aggregate 
nearly 500,'000 pounds. The "limiteds" 
weigh nearly 750,000 pounds.

A New Gold »Finder. 


A new instrument for prospecting in 
search of gold deposits is a recent Eng» 
lish invention, which has sound scien- 
tific principles to back it. 
Tho 
first 
thought suggested by the name, 
**Por^- 
able Gold Finder," under which title 
the instrument. It is announced, will soon 
be put upon the market, will be in most 
minds that this is a sort of new-fangled 
divining rod; and, barring the odium 
attached to the term, and the fact that 
the so-called divining rod was never ol 
any use except to the charaltans who 
gained a livelihood through its employ- 
ment, the suggestion would not bo far 
from the truth. 
The instrument, or- a 
principal part of it, is a rod by which 
alluvial earths may be pierced. 
As 
described in English journals, it consists 
essentially of a steel tube carrying an 
inner rod that communicates by a wire 
with a small electric battery carried by a 
strap over the shoulder of 
the 
pros- 
pector. 
AVhen thrust into alluvial de- 
posits, and 
upon meeting 
with 
any 
metallic obstructions, say a gold nugget, 
an electric current is set up, Avhich 
causes the ringing; the delicacy ot this 
action is alleged to be so great that a 
gram of gold so large as a small bell at- 
tached to tho battery, and a pin's head 
will give a vigorous indication of 
its 
presence. 
Though this account is found 
in a scientific journal, it savors of tho 
fairy tale,—bt. Louis Star-bayings. 


SriENTIPIO FEEDING OF ANIMALS. 


It is much the fashion now to feed 
animals on what is known as a scientific 
ration, and all the science about it is that 
the foods are compounded of 
various 
elements. 
The excellence of this method 
is that one of these helps to digest the 
others, and thus the whole food is more 
nutritious and healthful. 
It is the same 
in our own eating. 
A variety of food is 
not only agreeable, but more digestible 
and useful. 
This is understood by the 
professors of 
dietetics, who 
vary the 
food as much as possible, making up a 
ration that is more nutritious and effec- 
tive than any single article of it.—New 
York Tribune. 


nOG CHOLERA AND INOCULATION. 


Farmers' Bulletin No. 8, of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, pre- 
pared by Dr. D, E. Salmon, Chief of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, consists of a 
review of several attempts made in re- 
cent years for the protection of swine 
against hog cholera by inoculation. 
It 
presents a large amount 
of 
evidence 
gathered from those who have tried it, 
giving the results of their experience, as 
also a full repoit of the inoculation ex- 
periments conducted in La Salle County, 
Illinois, last year under the supervision 
of a committee of farmers. 
Dr. Sal- 
mon's conclusions, based upon the evi- 
dence which he presents in this bulletin 
upon the results of the investigations 
made by the bureau on the subject, is 
that inoculation as a preventive against 
hot: cholera is a failure from whatever 
point of view it be regarded, and the 
farmers are warned against the use of 
that method, which he shows to have 
been in many cases more fatal than the 
disease it is intended to prevent. 
As an 
instance of this he cites the fact that 
whereas the losses lollowing inoculation 
in Nebraska during the past year were 
ten per cent., the losses among uninocu- 
lated animals were but four per cent.

F E E D THE OnOWXNfi CHICKS WELL. 


In June and July your early spring 
chickens are growing more rapidly than 
at any other period of the year. 
They 
love the warm weather, if ihey are of the 
larger varieties, especially; and if they 
have roaming room, they cannot well be 
over-fed, because they find such a variety 
of insect and green food in the course of 
their daily journeys around tho farm or 
country plat. 


Their condition is quite different from 
that of adult or maturely grown fowls. 
These may be over-fed easily, and will 
put on fat internally, to their discom- 
fiture and detriment. 
But the young 
stock, in good thrift, convert what they 
eat into fiesh, bone and muscle, and con* 
tinue to thrive fiuiing the heated season 
upon all they will ordinarily pack away 
in their craws, particularly if allowed u 
variety of good provender. 


Don't stint them, therefore, in feed- 
ing, but give them all they will eat up 
clean. 
Thus they will grow in stature 
and keep generally in good health. 
It 
is a mistake to under-feed tho growing 
chickens. 
They require more solid food 
from the time they are three to six or 
seven months of age, in 
proportion, 
than at any time before or afterward in 
their lives. 
This fact is worth observ- 
ing and remembering by all who aim to 
have the ''best birds" in the succeeding 
fall and winter, 
annually.—American 
Poultry Yard. 


HUMANE WATERING OF HORSES. 


That a horse should never be watered 
oitener than three times a day, or in 
twenty-four hours, is a mistaken idea 
and brutal practice. 
A horse's stomach 
is very sensitive aud will suffer under the 
least interference, causing n leverish con- 
dition. 
Feeding a horse principally on 
grain and driving it five hours without 
water is like giving a man salt mackerel 
for dinner and not allowing him to drink 
before supper. 
If you know anything 
about the' care of horses and have any 
syr^ipathy for Ihem, water as often as 
thoy want to drink—once an hour if pos- 
sible. 
By doing this you will not only 
be merciful to your animals, but benefit 
yourself, as they will do more work, look 
better, and live longer. 
If you are a 
skeptic, and know more about horses 
than any one else, you are positive that 
the foregoing is wrong,because you have 
had horses die from watering too much, 
and boldly say that the agitators of Ire- 
quent watering are fools in your estima- 
tion, and you would not do such a thing. 
Just reason for a moment, and figure out 
whether the animal would have over- 
drunk and overchilled his stomach if he 
liad not been allowed to become over- 
thirsty. 
A horse is a great deal like a 
man. 
Let him get overworked, over- 
starved, or abused, and particularly for 
the want of sufficient drinic in 
warm 
weather, and the consequence will always 
be injurious, 
Sensible hostlers in large 
cities are awaking to the atiyantage of 
frequent watering. 
Street car horses are 
watered 
every hour,

ing kept in largo numbers, and do not 
sucumb so quickly to disease. 


It is well to have plenty of drinking 
water near at hand for ducks. In eating 
they are frequently choked, and the man- 
ner in which they swallow the water dis- 
lodges the matter in their throat.

turn to arrange persoaally for displays 
from all the principal islands.

is known that the group contains forty- 
six islands, with an aggregate land area 
of 114,000 square miles and a popula- 
tion of 8,000,000, the magnitude of his 
task can be easily understood.

from Hong Kong, where" the manager 
had gone to take a steamer for Bangkok 
via Swatow.

'»One part 
will 
be devoted to 
the 
manufacture of cigars and cigarettes and 
cigar and cigarette cases. 
Some of these 
cases are of very curious workmanship, 
and although tüey are both 
cheap and 
convenient they very 
rarely find their 
•way to America. 
In another section of 
the casa will be shown the manufacture 
of jusa and pina cloths. 
The former is 
made of abaca, a species of wild banana, 
known in commerce as Manilla 
hemp. 
Pina is a fabric made from the fibers of 
pineapple 
and 
banana 
plants, and is 
often finer than India muslin. 
It sells at 
enormous prices, a single dress having 
been known to bring ¡Í1500 
and more. 
Naturally it is not very generally worn 
by the native women, 
who aro 
usually 
very poor, but it 
is popular with 
the 
European ladies and with the 
Spauish 
Mestizos, or half-breeds, and 
worn as 
they wear it, adds 
greatly to 
their na- 
tural beauty»

of their products are very pretty.

»»The manufacture of native hats and 
shoes and other articles, some of which 
are dmong the principal sources of wealth 
in this archipelago,will also have a place 
in the buildincr.

«»Another picture is that of a milk- 
man. 
:^hlkmen are very numerous in 
Manilla and thev may be seen hurrying 
in every direction in the c(irly morning 
hours. 
Why they hurry I do uot know, 
for they seem to have very few custom- 
ers and plenty of .time iu -which to serve 
them, but the^ nlwiys travel at a dog 
trot. 
The miVx they sell is from the 
water buffa m 
very rich, and with a 
rather rank nivor. 
It requires to be 
diluted with water to make it palatable. 
The costume of the milkman in the pic- 
ture is what might be termed full dress. 
As a general thing he is seen without a 
hat and with his trousers rolled up. 


»»One of the articles of food relished 
by the natives of Philippines is ^bibinca,' 
a" combination of 
boiled 
rice, grated 
cocoanut, sugar and buffalo milk, baked 
in a large flat cakc and cut into small 
diamond-shaped pieces an inch or two 
thick and three inches wide. 
It is sold 
in the streets in the early morning by 
native children. 
The boy and girl in 
the pictvre 
are babinca 
peddlers,'*—

to venture upon them. 
Even the interior 
of Luzon, the principal island, one on 
which Manilla is situated, is really a terra 
incognita and contains tribes which hate 
Spain and the Spaniards and would be 
likely to kill any white man who 
ap- 
peared among them. 
They would not 
take time to inquire his nationality. 


»'Most of the natives are very quiet and 
docile. 
The Spanish conquest has been 
effected by means of the Catholic priests 
and missionaries, and it is a thorough 
one. 
The peeple are all devout, strict in 
their observance of religious duties, abso- 
lutely controlled by the church, and as 
industrious as could be expected in a 
climate where, during the hot season, no 
white man can safely venture outdoors, 
except in the early morning hours and 
alter sunset. 
Some of the women 
are 
very pretty, notwithstanding their Mala- 
yan type of features and their high cheek 
bones, which remind one of the Ameri- 
can Indians. 
But, 
whether ' pretty 
or 
not, they are all picturesque, the men as 
well as the women. 
I send you some 
pictures which will illustrate the various 
types.

We know nothing about the 
article ho soils, but it must be' a poor 
one, or the man would not have to 
change his identity to sell it. 


A few simple directions corrcctly 
kept in mind will obviate many of the 
difficulties which are supposed to exist 
in connection with the practical oper- 
ation ot the Baker Ballot Law, which, 
as IS now generally known, will be us 
ed at our election ior the first time 
next November, 


As soon as the voter is admitted 
within the guard rail, the election offi- 
cer in charge of the ballots detaches a 
ballot from the stub and foUls it so that 
the words printed on the back and out- 
side shall be the only words visible. 
The clerk 
then marks opposite his 
name on the list the letter B. 
The 
voter takes the iolded ballot, retires to 
one of the voting compartments and 
prepares his ballot. 


The compartment contains'a shelf 
and material for marking the ballots. 
On 
the ballots the names and candi 
dates are-arranged in columns, under 
the heading of the respective parties' 
nanies. 
Opposite the jjarly name and 
opposite each candidate's name is a 
blank square. 
The voter marks an X 
in the square to the rig ht of the ])erson 
he desires to vote for, but an X in the 
square at the right of party name will 
signify that he votes the entire ticket 
of that jmrty. 
If the name of the per- 
son or persons for whom he desires to 
vote is npt on the ticket, he shall write 
his name in one of th-.' blank spaces at 
the end of tlm list of candidates for the 
office for which he desires to designate 
his choice. 
Shouhl the vi»ier ueface or 
wrongly mark the ballot wlule prepar- 
ing it, l e 
may ^return lo the officer 
in charge of the tickets, who will sup 
ply him with another. 


Having completed 
the preparation 
of his ticket, he iolds it in the same 
way in vvhich !ic received it from the 
election officer, then leaves the booth 
and gives the ticket to ihv election of- 
ficer, who numbers it on the right hand 
corner, paste's the corner down over 
the number,*deposits it at once in th(t 
box, and 
the voter, without delay, 
leaves the room.

"There is no Government in the civil- 
ized 
world, 
except 
possibly 
Russia,

domination of popular opinion," declares 
Henry Loomis Nelson in Harper s 3Iaga- 
zine. 
**The present Emperor of Ger- 
many is the most virile monarch in Eu 
rope, but he dare not oppose too griev- ' 
ously the will of his subjects. 
If there 
is any written instrument of government : 
powerful beyond all other laws, it is our 
own Constitution, for it is the rule of 
action prescribed by the people for the 
guidance and control of their agents. 
But the history of the Federal power 
shows that there is a power above the 
Constitution, and that is the power ot 
popular opinion. 
There have often been 
times 
when the Constitution has not 
stood in the way of the people's will. 
Even the Supreme Court will change its 
mind if the people are persistent.

has not been always necessary for popu- 
lar opinion to demand the breaking or 
flexion of the Constitution; it is only

clearly beyond the constitutional grants 
of power, are cases in point which will oc- 
cur to anyone who is at all familiar with 
our constitutional history."

RANSFER of the two

navy yards, undoubt- 
•edly luaugurates a now epoch in the 
naval history of the United States. 
It 
is creditably declared that the Inman 
Line has resolved fully to Americauize 
itself and that orders for addition to its 
fleet on improved modifications of the 
•City of Paris and the City of New York 
have already been given to an American 
¿shipbuilding lirm. 


Only last week the man who built the 
first steamship that ran from this side the 
water to the other died. 
The name of 
•Goudie more than a generation ago was 
worthily conspicuous 
in the annals of 
Atlantic shipbuilding. 
It passes away 
.almost as unnoted as the desif^ns of the 
•epoch in which the young architecture of 
•the ocean made its timid beginniag. 


The steamers of the ^reat lake traffic, 
more than rival for tbe eeacost trade of 


the principal timbers composinir it. 
By 
lowerinf? some of these planks in the 
-water and raising others they keep their 
course whether with a side wind, in 
tackini? before the wind or in veerincf, 
and thus the prow is kept in whatever 
direction is desired. 


Evolution of the ship from the canoe, 
sharp pointed at both ends, to the caravel 
that carried Columbus across the ocean, 
and from that typo to the f^reat hulks 
that afterward became numerous for a 
time in 
the merchant 
marine, was a 
backward step in naval construction. 
It 
reached its climax in the sidewheolers 
that constitutei one epoch in ship-build- 
inc: after the application of steam. 
The 
Great Eastern, at one time believed to be 
the hiethest development of ship-building, 
in which the problem of economy of fuel 
was held to be perfectly solved as well 
as 
mechanical 
conditions 
permitted, 
proved, in fact, to be the most eprre- 
gious error of raarmc experiment. From 
that time the question that bccame para- 
mount in traversiuii the ocean was to 
find t t o type that 
would carry most at 
least,5?ist, and to the solution of 
this 
.(^^tion it was necessary to bring the 
type of hull with largest interior 
cave 
and i^reatest resistance to the force of 
the sea and the stress of diverse winds. 
The problem of the mechanical engineer 
for the 
steamship never remained sta- 
tionary for a great length of time. After 
the adoption of the propellor principle 
to obtain the greatest carrying capacity 
for freight and passengers with the least 
outlay in fuel, manipulation in machin- 
ery became the paramount question of 
the time. 
How the two problems, that

land and of the sea, back to the Chin- 
éese of the early middle ages we go for 
the ship models 
which 
are, in minia- 
ture, more ideally perfect than the latest 
British or American structure. 


The Bailing canoe of the Ladrone Isl- 
-ands come as near the perfect type of 
watter cutter as any engineer has con- 
tceived, and the great ships of the oceans 
-and the Jakes constantly approach nearer 
and nearer to its model. 
As described 
-by those who have seen it it is sharp at 
both ends, the bottom of one piece neat- 
ly hollowed, and the under or keel part 
¿round, but inclininp^ to a wedge, the up- 
.per part almost 
flat. 
It is believed that 
they can easily make twenty-four miles 
-an hour. 


In Peru in what is known as the balza 
is found the origin of the sliding keel. 
It was in use in the South Seas when Sir 
Richard Hawkins made his first voyages, 
A peculiarity ot the balzu is that the 
.sails work when the wind is contrary, as 
Tvell as when it is with the wind, the 
•steering being done by a contrivance 
^perfectly distinct from a rudder, and

Causes of the development of ship- 
building have been in equal degree war 
and trade. 
As rapidly its Encrland be- 
came the ouyer and seller of the world 
she became also its shipbuilder. 
She 
boasts more shipyards than all other Na- 
tions combined, and she has built not 
only the greatest merchant marines and 
the finest of armed fleets for hcrsolf, but 
has also constructed the war ships of 
nearly all other Nations. 
She attained 
her highest proliciuncy dunug our Civil 
War when the necessities of the Confed- 
erates gave her the most ])roiitablo o r 
ders ever issued by a foroism people, 
while the prostration of the cotton in- 
dustry 
throughout Encrlaud in conse-

ports added still greater stimulus to her 
designers and contractors. 


While ships continued 
to be be built 
of wood 
shipbuilding in 
the Uriited 
States enjoyed a healthful and gradual 
growth down to the time of the Civil 
War. 
The American fleet of 
clippei 
ships was, at one time, tlw 
greatest in 
the world. 
The father of Henry Bergh, 
founder of the Humane Society, was one 
of the first noted American shipbuilders. 
Christian Bergh was accounted in his 
day the most astute expert in the lines 
of a ship. 
He was appointed by the 
United States Government to superintend 
the construction of the President and 
other war vessels in the Brooklyn navy- 
yard, and at the breaking out of the Wat 
of 1812 he was tent to 
Lake Erie to 
build a craft to 
be used 
against the 
enemy. 
In his own shipyards at New 
York were built many of the finest ves- 
sels for the Atlantic lines, both 
to the 
British Islands and to the Contiuenc. 


The latest device in ocean transporta- 
tion is the passenger whaleback-

length of the vessel which is to be tne 
first of the fleet is 225 feet, with a dis- 
placement of 1400 tons.

For the first-class passengers who 
wish to promenade there is ample room 
upon the roof.

elevators' inside 
the first, middle and 
stern piers. 
In addition to the stability 
which is claimed for the new model, it 
is also expected that, since the cooking 
and worKing apartments will bo in the 
hull, the passengers, who will be only in 
the superstructure,will avoid the sicken-

freight and all

causes that 
disturb or prevent 
sleep.
